Lost $ 3,000. 
The following item from the Duluth 
Tribune may be of interest to some 
of our readers: 
About two years ago a very bright 
and enterprising newspajier appeared 
at .Brainerd, published and edited by 
A. Dewey. The expense of publish­ 
ing a daily newspaper of the size and 
spirit of the News was much too large 
for that community, but Mr. Dewey 
with his well known courage and in­ 
dustry kept at the front ana it became 
the most influential among the state 
newspapers in its support of the re- 
nominatioQ of Governor McGill. The 
fire that swept o ff two blocks of that 
city included the building of in which 
the News was located and Marder, 
Lose A Co., who held a claim against 
the plant, asked for immediate jmy- 
ment. To relieve himself of this Mr. 
Dewey sold one-half of the plant to 
a syndicate of democrats in Duluth, 
and it was removed to this city and 
established with A. M. Miller, Jr., in 
the editoral chair, with Mr. Dewey 
at the head of the mechanical depart­ 
ment. The adventure proved a losing 
concern, and the daily closed its brief 
career in November, and yesterday 
the interest controlled by Dewey was 
turned over to the mortgagee. Mr. 
Dewey was induced to go into the 
Brninerd experiment by C. F. Kin­ 
dred, and loses alxmt $ 8,000 in the 
entire deal. 


Representative Fleming Interviewed. 
To a Globe reporter Hon. \V. A. 
Fleming lias the following to say 
concerning his and Crow Wing coun­ 
ty's position in the senatorial fight: 
Mr. Odell interviewed some Demo­ 
crats and Republicans, good citizens, 
but not ]>articularly active in politics; 
and by certain misrepresentations, 
such as Sabin was out of the field, 
Washburn away aheud, etc., secured 
a few names.

I can 
truly say, that from the letters m my 
possesion, that nearly every signer of 
the Washburn papers has forwarded 
me a retraction or signed the ooen 
Sabin letter. For six years Mr. 
Washburn represented Brainerd in 
congress, and during that time her 
personal interests needing important 
legislation suffered. He never ex­ 
erted himself to benefit her save in 
the erection of a few dam s and they 
were designed to bontit him. And 
at the present time were he to re­ 
turn 
to Washington 
his labors 
would be directly against the interests 
< f Brainerd and Northern Minnesota. 
His connection with the Soo road, 
his interests in 
Minneapolis all 
make him the natural enemy of our 
section of the country, and the Brain­ 
erd people know it. Another thing 
the Twin Cities practicaley control, 
at the present time, nearly every poli­ 
tical gift that can come from the pep 
pie. This senatorship is all that is 
left, and Brainerd feels that it is but 
fair that it remains with the county. 
Senator Sabin has in all matters at­ 
tended promptly to all asked of him 
by Brainerd.

He is Nominated by a Caucus of 
publican* Legislators Last 
Night. 
Hon. W. D. Washburn of Mirmeaj» - 
olis was nominated at a caucus of 
the Republican members of the legis­ 
lature for United States senator last 
night, which is equivalent to an elec­ 
tion. This ends, probably, one of the 
most hotly contested political battles 
in the history of Minnesota. 
While 
the result may not be satisfactory to 
all, everybody will certainly be glad 
that it is over, os it was almost im- 
posible to transact any business while 
the fight was in progress. 
There 
were three formal ballots taken in the 
caucus, Mr. Washburn being nomi­ 
nated on the third Imllot. The first 
ballot showed Washburn in the lead, 
he having 58 votes, Mr. Sahins 44», 
Donnelly 15, and scattering 11. The 
second ballot Mr. Washburn lost two 
votes and Mr. 
Subin gained nine. 
This fairly set the Sabin men wild, 
as they now consider'd his nomina­ 
tion certain. The next ballot how­ 
ever ended disasterously for them as 
Mr. 
Washburn gained six votes, 
enough to elect, and Mr. Sabin lost 
one. When the result was announced 
a scene of undiscribable confusion 
ensued, and it was some time l» efore 
Senator Buckman, who arose to move 
that the nomination l>e made unani­ 
mous, could be heard. The motion 
was carried, after which Mr. Wash­ 
burn made a si>eeeh thanking the 
members for the honor conform!. 
Mr. Sabin also Hjx)k« \ gracefully ac- 
quiesciiug injthe action of the conven­ 
tion, and saying that he was too good 
a republican and too much of 
a man 
not to ratify the choice the con Ten 
tion had made. 


At Washburn's Expense.

Brainerd was represent« *! at the 
Merchants, in St. Paul, on Tuesday 
by a delegation whose expense* were 
defrayed by W. D. Washburn, an 
aspirant for l T. S. senator.

the City of tin* Pine*, and according­ 
ly h«* telegraphed C. H. Douglas to 
bring down a goodly crowd at his ex­ 
pense. The Brainerd boys know a 
good thing when they see it, and it 
did not take long to scare up forty 
who were willing to make a trip at the 
general's expense, democrats not be­ 
ing barred. The following is a partial 
list of those who accepted the invita­ 
tion: Fred Atx*ar, Frank Osborn, 
Chou.

plenty there than they wen* 25 years 
ago. They w« *re almost annihilated 
when the state to« >k hold of the mat­ 
ter in earnest. Above all, appoint 
for game wardens only thos« * who are 
in sympathy with the iii« *th<xls of 
civilization, who have th« * d« *sire anil 
the coil rag« * to s« h? that the law ia 
strictly enforc« *!; who are not afraid 
to go or send th**ir deputies through 
the forest and find out what is going 
on. 
Mak<* the office lucrative enough 
to fairly reward honest anil efficient 
discharge of duty. This trifling <*x- 
penso would surely lx* lx» rae cheer­ 
fully by all gtxx! 
citiz« ? L s rather than 
see good laws dishonored and the 
state disgraced. 
Let us ho]*? that Governor-elect 
Merriam, 
with 
that energy and 
executive ability which his friends 
claim for him, will bestow a little 
attention to this matter and revolu­ 
tionize the present state of affairs. 
In the northeast, portion of the state 
is an immense forest covered area, 
capable of furnishining food and shel­ 
ter for innumerable deer, moose, 
caribou and other game.

At REAPING, pa. 


Reading, Pa, Ja n . 9.—Thi» was the sad­ 
dest night in 
the history of Reading. 
A 
death-like pall hang» upon the city as the 
result of the most horrible disaster in Its his­ 
tory. 
A hundred households are in mourn­ 
ing as the result of one of the greatest ca­ 
lamities in Pennsylvania. A cyclone swept 
over the northern Section Of the city this af­ 
ternoon and laid waste every thing within its 
reach nnd with a terrible loss of life. 
The 
lives tha t have been sacrificed and the num­ 
ber that have been injured can only be esti­ 
mated. 
The most reliable computation is 
tha t not less than i-ixty persons huve been 
killed outright and 100 injured 
How this 
terrible calamity occurred is about as fol­ 
lows: 
It was raining very hard all morning. 
Towards noon it ceased almost entirely and 
by 4 o'clock there was every indication th a t 
there would be entire cessation of the rain 
storm. 
Hah an hour afterwards bright sun 
made every effort to penetrate the domls. 
The tints of a rainbow were seen In the 
eastern sky. 
It portende«! a beautiful sun­ 
set. 
There was a dear sky overhead. 
This 
continued for half an hour longer. 
Then the 
scene changed with a suddenness tha t was 
appalling. 
The fleecy clouds gave way totbe 
ominous signs of a coming storm. 
Dark 
heavy clouds marshaled themselves toward 
the town and soon a gloom seemed t«i hare 
settled over the «-Ity. 
There was a stillness 
os of coming danger. Then the wind whistled, 
roared and tore in mad confusion. The storm 
clouds grew heavier still and lomler 
roare«l 
the wind. 
In 
the 
western 
sky 
the 
storm 
wa« 
seen 
approaching 
with 
a 
thundering 
noise. 
The 
swath it cut was narr««w, but its effect was 
terrible. 
Persons residing along Ihe track of 
the storm eny thnt they saw the first signs of 
danger in a funnel-shaped maelstrom which 
seemed to gather up everything within its 
reach an«l ca st it right and left, 
tint in 
the country houses und barns were unroofed, 
farm outbuildings were overturned, «rops 
uprooted Hnd destruction spread in every di­ 
rection. 
The track of tbe destructive ele­ 
ment was not more than two hundred feet 
wide, and it is lu«-ky th a t it only touched the 
suburbs of the city. 
Meanwhile the rnin poure«j down in tor­ 
rents. 
The atmosphere became heavy and 
oppressive, and it was almost as «lark as 
night. Directly ou one side the track of the 
Rending railroad was situated the paint 
shops of the company. 
It w as a one-story 
building about 6 0 by 150 feet iu size. 
Here 
about thirty men were employe«! In pointing 
passenger cars. 
There were eight or nine of 
these cars in the building. They had l»een 
built ot the company’s shops in this «-ity at 
a cost of $6.000 each. The building was 
struck squarely in the middle, ami the bricks 
scattered about as if they were play things. The 
cars were turned topsy turvy, while the men 
were buried under the debris. Rom«* of the 
bricks wereenrried away. The chamber ofeach 
of the passenger cars was already filled with 
gns, as they were ready to be taken out on 
the road in a few days. 
They exploded «»ne 
after another with the fearful bang ofcaaiion. j 
Bang, bang, bang, they resounded over the 
rity. causing the people to run out from their 
house«, thinking it was the sound of an 
earthquake.

storm was formed w ith a suddenness tha t 
was overwhelming, and as the wind, accom­ 
panied by hail and torrents of rain, swept, 
along the str«*et*, pedestrians wer«* buried l»e- 
fore it, ami barely escaped tx-ing crushed un- 
<ier vehicles passing along the thoroughfare. 
Suddenly, in the center of the city, tla-re was 
a terrible crash, and a few minutes later the 
central fire alarm sounded from the «-orner of 
I)iam«jnd und Woo«l streets 
Hundreds of 
jteople hurrie«l to the scene, when it was found 
tha t the cy«-lone had cuugbt the new building 
on Dlumond street, owned by C. L. Willey, 
an«l hurled it to the earth, covering up two 
score of human bodies. 
Within five minutes after the «-ollapse of 
the building the streets were fill««! with an 
excited crowd, 
notwithstanding the fact 
tha t the rain and hail was pouring down in a 
perfe«’t deluge. 
With the arrival of the fire­ 
men the work of res« ue was begun. 
Ladders 
were run up to the s«*«-ond an«l third stori«*s 
«/f the Weldin building an<! the first one taken 
out w h s u voung lady employe«! as a type­ 
writer,

Lime is a g ood disinfectant.

where veg etables have been stored, es­ 
pecially such as have been put in wet 
or showed sig ns of decay. The past 
Fall has been so wet th a t more than 
usual attention m ust be g iven to cel­ 
lars t o prevent losses. 
By absorbing 
superfluous m oisture the lime pre­ 
vents the rising of foul odors th a t 
dampness with warm th is sure to 
g enerate. 
Most veg etables in cellars 
ar<* better if cove red wit h earth and 
the iitne sprinkled over the top o fth e 
heap. 


Factor* in Colds. 
In every case there are tw o factors, 
and a susceptibility of 
Among the irritants are 
microscopic g erms taken in without, 
as in influenza, anti certain poisons 
which are developed from nutrition 
or imperfect assim ilation within the 
body, and which it is the office of the 
liver to destroy. 
Indeed, the effects 
of the two causes are essentially the 
same, for the g crrns act by g enerat­ 
ing certain violent poisons, which ir­ 
ritate the mucous membrane of the 
nostrils, pharynx, lung s, stom ach 
or bowels.—Y outh’s Companion.

Cocoa and chocolate are Itoth de­ 
licious and nourishing drinks which

Choco­ 
late req uires more care in making , 
and is rather more expensive than co­ 
coa.

Feeding Coal to the Fire. 
The throw ing of fuel upon the 
is g enerally considered as a means 
of aug m enting the am ount of ht*at 
produced, nnd taken as a whole it 
does have th a t effect. 
But for the 
m aintenance of a steady tin* and an 
even heat only a small am ount of fu­ 
el should lie thrown iq >on a fire at 
the time. Th** reason for this is th at 
coal is dependent upon tw o constitu­ 
ents for its heat g iving properties. 
One of these, the carbonaceous, re 
mains in a solid state, while the oth 
er, the bituminous, is volatilized. Af- 
the latter process m ust be accom­ 
plished before the first w ill be ready 
for burning , the first effect of throw ­ 
ing fuel upon the fire is th at of cool­ 
ing . 
Not 
only 
m ust 
the 
solid 
coal to* raised to the furnace tern- 
peraturc, 
but 
the 
volatilization 
must 
lie 
carried 
on. 
Here the 
same laws come into play as in the 
evaporation of water. Theevapora- 
tion and volatilization req uire more 
' 
heat than th at accounted for in the 
elevation of tom|s*rature, and which 
is therefor** rendered latent. Hence 
unless car** is tukcri to burn off the 
g ases, as they an* g iven off it would 1 
Is* lictter th a t they did not exist. 
For it will to* easily understood that 
if the fire, w hich is due to the com-J 
bustion of the solid carl ions, did not 
have to heat these g ases, it would 
g ive out just the same am ount of 
heat th a t would to* available for 
steam making , 
ft is due to this faz-t 
that coke has been accredited, with j 
g reater heating properties than bit­ 
uminous coal, simply because the 
g ases in the coal have been distilled 
and not burned. 
But when the fur-1 
nacesare so desig ned th a t these g ases > 
an* thoroug hly burned, the heating 
properties of the coal will lie found to | 
be g reater by just the am ount of 
heat g iven out by the combustion ol 
the g nses in excess of what was rt- 
q uin*d to distill them.

WAhHBFRN WINS. 


He is Nominated by a Caucus of Re­ 
publicans Legislators Last 
Night. 
Hon. W. D. Washburn of Minnea|>- 
olis was nominated at a caucus of 
the ltepublicau members of the legis­ 
lature for United States senator last 
night, which is equivalent to an elec­ 
tion. 
This ends, probably, one of the 
most hotly contested political battles 
in the history of Minnesota. 
While 
the result may not be satisfactory' to 
all, everybody will certainly bo glad 
that it is over, as it was almost im- 
posible to transact any business while 
the tight was in progress. 
There 
were three formal ballots taken in the 
caucus, Mr. Washburn being nomi­ 
nated on the third ballot. The first 
ballot showed Washburn in the lead, 
he having 58 votes, Mr. Habins 411, 
Donnelly 15, and scattering 11. The 
second ballot Mr. Washburn lost two 
votes and Mr. 
Sabin gained nine. 
This fairly set the Sabin men wild, 
as they now considered his nomina­ 
tion certain. The next ballot how­ 
ever ended disasterously for them as 
Mr. 
Washburn gained six votes, 
enough to elect, and Mr. Sabin lost 
one. 
When the result was announced 
a scene of undiscribable confusion 
ensued, and it was some time liefore 
Senator Buckman, who arose to move 
that the nomination be made unani­ 
mous, could be heard. The motion 
was carried, after which Mr. Wash 
burn made a speech thanking the 
members for the honor conferred. 
Mr. Sabin also sjioke, gracefully nc- 
quiescimg injthe action of the conven­ 
tion, and saying that he was too good 
a republican and too much of a mau 
not to ratify the choice the conven­ 
tion had made. 


Interesting to Hunters. 
The following communication ap­ 
pears in the Fergus Falls Journal 
and is well worth reading, 
“To any 
man of ordinary observ ation, who has 
been hunting deer in northern Minn­ 
esota for the last few years, it must 
l>e apparent that the days of this 
noble game is about numbered in 
Minnesota. 
If tho present practice 
prevails it is very doubtful if there 
will be a wild deer alive within the 
borders of our state in three years. 
They are hounded, snared, trapped 
and destroyed in almost every way 
possible along our whole northern 
forest frontier the year round. 
Veni­ 
son is openly bought and sold through 
the summer and early fall in nearly 
all the local markets on the Northern 
Pacific and St. Paul & Duluth roads, 
by both white men and 
Indians. 
The favorite method of tho latter in 
the summer is to kill tho deer by 
“fire-hunting”—two 
Indians 
havo 
been known to kill as many as twelve 
in a single night. 
At Maple Ridge 
in Isanti county, in an area of about 
three square m iles 160 deer were 
known to have h**en 
killed 
last 
February and March by men and

The following item from the Duluth 
Tribune may be of interest to some 
of our readers: 
About two years ago a very bright 
and enterprising newspaper appear«*d 
at Brainerd, published and edited by 
A. Dewey. 
The expense of publish­ 
ing a daily newspaper of the size and 
spirit of the News was much too large 
for that community, but Mr. Dewey 
with his well known courage and in­ 
dustry kept at the front and it became 
the most influential among the state 
newspa]>er8 in its support of the re- 
nomination of Governor McGill. The 
fire that swept off two blocks of that 
city included the building of in which 
the News was located and Marder, 
Luse A Co., who held a claim against 
the plant, asked for immediate pay­ 
ment. To relieve himself of this Mr. 
Dewey sold one-half of the plaut to 
a syndicate of democrats in Duluth, 
and it was removed to this city and 
established with A. M. Miller, Jr., in 
the editoral chair, with Mr. Dewey 
at the head of the mechanical depart 
ment. The adventure proved a losing 
concern, and the daily closed its brief 
career in November, and yesterday 
the interest controlled by Dewey was 
turned over to the mortgagee.

To a Globe reporter Hon. W. A.

General Manager Buckley, of the 
Northern Pacific, will in all probab­ 
ility

changes all along the line; changes, 
however, more of title than anything 
else. 
It is understood that the un­ 
usual and rather awkward arrange­ 
ment of officering the line will be 
tansformed into a more common and 
more systematic state of things. 
Heretofore there havo been three 
assistant general managers (the third 
being created last year) with equal 
rank, each having charge of a grand 
division of the road and each report- 
ing to the general manager. 
Mr. 
Auckley’s retirement affords an op­ 
portunity to change all this, and the 
office of assistant general manager 
will be abolished. Mr. Ainsloy, who 
has had charge of the eastern grand 
division, will be make general super­ 
intendent and his jurisdiction extedc*d 
over the whole line. 
Mr. Root, now 
assistant general manager of the mid­ 
dle division with headquarters at 
Helena, will be given the title of as­ 
sistant general superintendent, al­ 
though his duties will r.ot differ 
materially from what they are now. 
The office of assistant general super­ 
intendent of the Pacific division will 
probably be left vacant for the pres­ 
ent,

It is time, and high time, that the 
civilized and lnvr abiding sentiment 
of this state called a halt to this un- 
sport smaii-likc 
and 
disgraceful 
slaughter. 
It is time that the citizen 
in our most lonely bnekwoods fron­ 
tier should be made to feel that he is 
not “wwt of the law” <ho is ready 
enough to revoke its protection when 
needed); he should be made to un­ 
derstand that fle r** are tw’o sides to 
his compact with society. Somehow 
the impression has gut abroad among 
a great many that this state cannot 
constitutionally enforce any laws for 
tho protection of its game. 
Our 
present game wardens seem to be 
imbued with this idea, for although 
the game law is defied or ignored be­ 
fore their eves, we have no account 
of their attempting to enforce it in 
the slightest degree; in fact in some 
of the counties jx*ople say that the 
wardens themselves are guilty of 
grosa infraction of tho law. At the 
last session of our legislature it was 1 
said that the s}»ortsinen of the state 
- notably the Brainerd club—wore 
active in procuring legislation for the 
further protection 
of the 
game. 
Would it not be consistent if some 
activity were shown in 
enforcing 
those laws ? Under the present ad­ 
ministration they are w’orse than use­ 
less. 
While it is not intended to sup­ 
ply an unfailing remedy to these evils, 
perhaps a few suggestions may not bo 
out of place: 
First.- Confine the Indian on his 
reservation, as off of it he is only a 
prowling iieggar and on unmitigated 
nuisance. This is the universal testi­ 
mony of the settler. Hitherto the ef­ 
forts of the philanthropists to this end 
have been defeated by a few trulers 
and squaw men who want an oppor­ 
tunity to buy the Indians’s berries 
and sell them whiskey. 
Second -S top “jo t hunting,” or 
hunting for the market. 
Limit each 
man or household to the killing of 
deer in a season. 
The good results 
following tho enforcement of this 
might wnrrant in a few years the en­ 
largement of this number. 
In Maine, 
where they have hod such a law in 
operation and enforced, ii has result­ 
ed in such an increase of the deer 
that no*!* they are said to be more 
plenty there than they were 25 years 
ago. 
They were almost annihilated 
when the state took hold of the m at­ 
ter in earnest. Above nil. appoint 
for game wardens only those who are 
in sympathy with the methods of 
civilization, who have the desire and 
the courage to see that the law is 
strictly enforced; who are not afraid 
to go or send their deputies through 
the forest and find out what is going 
on. 
Make the office lucrative enough 
to fairly reward honest and efficient 
discharge of duty. This trifling ex­ 
pense would surely be lx>me cheer­ 
fully by all good citizens rather than 
see good laws dishonored and the 
state disgraced. 
Let us hope that Governor-elect 
Merriam, 
with 
that energy and 
executive ability which his friends 
claim for him, will bestow a little 
attention to this m atter and revolu­ 
tionize tho present state of affairs. 
In the northeast portion of the state 
is an immense forest covered area, 
capable of furnishining food and shel­ 
ter for innumerable deer, moose, 
caribou and other game. The for­ 
bidding and sterile nature of the soil 
renders it impossible for the settler 
ever to make a permanent home in 
its fastnesses. The plain duty of the 
state is to exercise a little intelligent 
care over it and to suppress this im­ 
provident and barbarous slaughter.

Lost $8,000. 
The following item from the Duluth 
Tribune may be of interest to some 
of our readers: 
About two years ago a very bright 
and enterprising newspaper appeared 
at Brainerd, published and edited by 
A. Dewey. 
The expense of publish­ 
ing a daily newspaper of the size and 
spirit of the News was much too large 
for that community, but Mr. Dewey 
with his well known courage and in­ 
dustry kept at the front and it became 
the most influential among the state 
newspapers in its support of the re­ 
nomination of Governor McGill. The 
fire that swept off two blocks of that 
city included the building of in which 
the News was located and Harder, 
Lase A Co., who held a claim against 
the plant, asked for immediate pay­ 
ment. 
To relieve himself of this Mr. 
Dewey sold one-half of the plant to 
a syndicate of democrats in Duluth, 
ami it was removed to this city and 
established with A. M. Miller, Jr., in 
the editors! chair, with Mr. Dewey 
at the head of the mechanical depart­ 
ment. The adventure proved a losing 
concern, and the daily closed its brief 
career in November, and yesterday 
the interest controlled by Dewey was 
turned over to the mortgagee. 
Mr. 
Dewey was induced to go into the 
Brainerd experiment by C. F. Kin­ 
dred. and loses alxmt $8,000 in the 
entire deal. 


Representative Fleming Interviewed. 
To a Globe reporter Hon. AV. A. 
Fleming has the following to say 
concerning his and Crow Wing coun­ 
ty’s position in the senatorial fight: 
Mr. Odell interviewed some Demo­ 
crats aud Republicans, good citizens, 
but not jmrticularly active in politics; 
and by certain misrepresentations, 
such as Sabin was out of the field, 
Washburn away ahead, etc., secured 
a few names. 
He visited the railroad 
shops 
and secured about twenty 
names. 
As soon as Senator Sabiu’s 
friends heard of his presence they 
prepared 
an open letter soliciting 
the legislators from Brainerd to sup­ 
port Mr. Sabin. 
To this letter 441 
names of the most prominent and in­ 
fluential citizens of Brainerd were 
attatched without 
solicitation. 
A 
large number of those who signed 
the Washburn letters, not under­ 
standing what they were, came and 
signed this Sabin letter, or personally 
addressed lettets to me, expressing 
regret that they had been deceived, 
and assuring me of their cordial 
support of Senator Sabin. 
I can 
truly say, that from the letters rn my 
possesion, that nearly every signer of 
the Washburn papers has forwarded 
me a retraction or signed the open 
Sabin letter. 
For six years 
Mr. 
Washburn represented Brainerd in 
congress, and during that time her 
personal interests needing important 
legislation suffered. 
He never ex­ 
erted himself to benefit her save in 
the erection of a few dams, and they 
were designed to benfit him. And 
at the present time were he to re­ 
turn 
to Washington 
his labors 
would be directly against the interests 
< f Brainerd and Northern Minnesota. 
His connection with the Soo road, 
his 
interests 
in 
Minneapolis, 
all 
make him the natural enemy of our 
section of the country, and the Brain­ 
erd people know it. 
Another thing 
the Twin Cities practicaley control, 
at the present time, nearly every poli­ 
tical gift that can come from the peo­ 
ple. 
This senatorship is all that is 
left, and Brainerd feels that it is but 
fair that it remains with the county. 
Senator Sabin has in all matters at­ 
tended promptly to all asked of him 
by Brainerd. 
Particularly in the 
securing 
of 
pensions 
for 
old 
soldiers he has done invaluable work. 
Legislation necessary to the benefit 
of our locality has never been neglect­ 
ed by him, and we think it but fair to 
return him. 
One of the funny things 
of the Washburn programme is their 
promise to Brainerd that if she will 
support tile general, he will have the 
land office at St. Cloud removed to 
Brainerd. 
They boast that it will 
bring $20,000 a year to us. 
We don’t 
want it. 
What is a land office to our 
Northern Pacific shops which disburse 
$1,200,000 annually? No put us down 
for Sabin first and last because of 
what he is, because of what he has 
done and l>ecause of what we know 
he will do if he is re-elected. 


He Is Nominated by a Caucus of Re­ 
publicans Legislators Last 
Night. 
Hon. W. D. Washburn of Minneai* 
olis was nominated at a caucus of 
the Republican members of the legis­ 
lature for United States senator last 
night, which is equivalent to nn elec­ 
tion. This ends, probably, one of the 
most hotly contested political battles 
in the history of Minnesota. 
While 
the result may not be satisfactory to 
all, everybody will certainly be glad 
that it is over, os it was almost im- 
posible to transact any business while 
the tight was in progress. 
There 
were three formal ballots taken in the 
caucus, Mr. Washburn being nomi­ 
nated on the third ballot The first 
ballot showed Washburn in the lead, 
he having 58 votes, Mr. Sabina 40, 
Donnelly 15, and scattering ll. The 
second ballot Mr. Washburn lost two 
votes aud Mr. Sabin gained nine. 
This fairly set the Sabin men wild, 
as they now considered his nomina­ 
tion certain. The next ballot how­ 
ever ended disasterously for them as 
Mr. 
Washburn gained six votes, 
enough to elect and Mr. Sabin lost 
one. When the result was announced 
a scene of undiscribable confusion 
ensued, and it was some time l>efore 
Senator Buckman, who arose to move 
that the nomination lie made unani­ 
mous, could Is" heard. The motion 
was carried, after which Mr. Wash­ 
burn made a six*och thanking the 
members for the honor conferred. 
Mr. Sabin also spoke, gracefully ac­ 
quiescing injthe action of the conven­ 
tion, and saying that he was too good 
a republican and too much of a man 
not to ratify the choice the conven­ 
tion had made. 


At Washburn’s Expense. 
St. Paul, Jan. 16, 1889. 
Brainerd was represented at the 
Merchants, in St. Paul, on Tuesday 
by a delegation whose expenses were 
defrayed by W. D. Washburn, an 
aspirant for U. S. senator. 
It seems 
that the gentleman desired to let the 
people know he had some friends in 
the City of the Pines, and according­ 
ly he telegraphed C. H. Douglas to 
bring down a goodly crowd at his ex­ 
pense. 
The Brainerd boys know a 
good thing when they see it, and it 
did not take long to scare up forty 
who were willing to make a trip at the 
general’s expense, democrats not be­ 
ing barred. 
The following is a partial 
list of those who accepted the invita­ 
tion:

The boys en­ 
joyed themselves hughly, but a num­ 
ber were at a loss to understand where 
Mr. Washburn was to get his money 
l>ack until they were asked to as­ 
semble at room 2, and Representative 
R. C. Dunn was sent for. 
They then 
began to understand that they were 
expected to bear down on Mr. Dunn 
in Mr. Washburns interest. 
The 
“bearing down” was done all right, 
but whether Mr. Dunn was convinced 
that the republican 
sentiment of 
Crow Wing county was voiced by the 
assemblage remains to be seen, at 
least he made no promises. 
It is 
stated that several of the democratic 
brethem who accompanied the dele­ 
gation, were convinced after their 
conference with the representative, 
that they were Sabin men after all. 


Probable Changes on the N. P. 
Last Saturdy’s Pioneer Press con­ 
tains the following concerning prob­ 
able changes by the N. P. Company: 
The 
resignation 
of 
Assistant 
General Manager Buckley, of the 
Northern Pacific, will in all probab­ 
ility 
be 
followed 
by 
important 
changes all along the line; changes, 
however, more of title than anything 
else. It is understood that the un­ 
usual and rather awkward arrange­ 
ment of officering the lino will be 
tansforined into a more common and 
more systematic state of things. 
Heretofore there have been three 
assistant general managers (the third 
being created last year) with equal 
rank, each having charge of a grand 
division of the road and each report­ 
ing to the general manager. 
Mr. 
Buckley’s retirement affords an op­ 
portunity to chango all this, and the 
office of assistant general manager 
will be abolished. Mr. Ainsley, who 
has had charge of the eastern grand 
division, will be make general super­ 
intendent and his jurisdiction exteded 
over the whole line. Mr. Root, now 
assistant general manager of the mid­ 
dle division with headquarters at 
Helena, will be given the title of as­ 
sistant general superintendent, al­ 
though his duties will not differ 
materially from what they are now. 
The office of assistant general super­ 
intendent of the Pacific division will 
probably be left vacant for the pres­ 
ent, 
Vice 
President Prescott of 
Tacoma, looking after that end. 
The 
plan simply abolishes the office of 
assistant 
general 
manager, 
and 
creates that of general superintendent 
and two assistants, titles that more 
nearly represent the duties performed. 
The chango will give Mr. Ainslie 
entire charge of road and transporta­ 
tion. It is understood that these 
changes will go into effect about 
Jan. 20, although nothing has been 
officially announced, ana even Mr. 
Ainslie’8 new title has not been defini­ 
tely determined. The change has 
long 
been thought desirable by 
nearly all the officers of the operating 
department, and will promote uni­ 
formity and harmony all along the 
line. 


Interesting to Hunters. 
The following communication ap­ 
pears in the Fergus Falls Journal 
and is weU worth reading, “To any 
man of ordinary observation, who has 
been hunting deer in northern Minn­ 
esota for the last few years, it must 
be apparent that the daya of this 
noble game is about numbered in 
Minnesota. If the present practice 
prevails it is very doubtful if there 
will 1x3 a wild deer alive within the 
borders of our state in three years. 
They are hounded, snared, trapped 
and destroyed in almost every way 
possible along our whole northern 
forest frontier the year round. Veni­ 
son is openly bought and sold through 
the summer and early fall in nearly 
all the local markets on th** Northern 
Pacific aud St. Paul Ac Duluth roads, 
by both white men and Indians. 
The favorite method of th** latter in 
the summer is to kill tho deer by 
“fire-hunting”—two 
Indians 
havo 
been known to kill as many as twelve 
in a single night. 
At Maple Ridge 
in Isanti county, in an area of about 
three square miles, 160 deer were 
known to have been 
killed 
last 
February and March by men and 
boys on snow shoes. 
One young sav­ 
age only 15 years obi distinguished 
himself by cutting th** tliroats of nine 
on a single day. 
Guns were of no 
use, for tho deer wen* s o poor and 
spiritless and the Mio / so deep that a 
person could walk ig lit up to them 
and the jioor animal would stand and 
bleat piteously us they were torn by 
dogs or beaten by clubs. 
Hundreds 
were destroy*! in the northern part of 
Wadena county in the same season 
and by the same means, and so it goes 
all over the doer country. Those killed 
in February or later, of course are little 
or no good for venison, and it would 
seem that about th** only object to 
kill them was to gratify a depraved 
bloodthirsty spirit of destruction. 


It is time, and high time, that the 
civilized and lav? abiding sentiment 
of this state called a halt to this un- 
sportsman like 
cud 
disgraceful 
slaughter. 
It i* time that the citizen 
in our most lonely backwoods fron­ 
tier should be made to feel that he is 
not “west of th** law” I he is ready 
enough to revoke its protection w hen 
needed): he should be made to un­ 
derstand that flier** s.re two sides to 
his compact with society. 
Somehow’ 
the impression ha- gut abroad among 
a great many that this state cannot 
constitutionally enforce any laws for 
the protection of its game. 
Our 
pres*Tit game wardens seem to be 
imbued with this idea, for although 
the game law is defied or ignored be­ 
fore their eves. we have no account 
of their attempting to enforce it in 
the slightest degree; in fact in some 
of the counties |**ople say that the 
wardens themselves are guilty of 
gross infraction of the law. 
At the 
last session of our legislature it was 
said that th** sj»ortsmen of the state 
- notably the Brainerd club—were 
active in procuring legislation for the 
further 
probation 
of the 
game. 
Would it not be consistent if some 
activity were shown iii 
enforcing 
those laws? 
Under the present ad­ 
ministration they are worse than use­ 
less. 
While it is not intended to sup­ 
ply an unfailing remedy to these* evils, 
perhaps a few suggestions may not be 
out of place: 
First.- Confine the Indian on his 
reservation, as off of it he is only a 
prowling beggar and on unmitigated 
nuisance. 
This is the universal testi­ 
mony of the settler. Hitherto the ef­ 
forts of the philanthropists to this end 
have been defeated by a few' trulers 
and squaw-men who want an oppor­ 
tunity to buy the Iudiuns’s berries 
and sell them whiskey. 


Second 
Stop “pot hunting,” or 
hunting for the market. 
Limit each 
man or household to tho killing of 
deer in a season. 
The good results 
following tho enforcement of this 
might warrant in a few years the en­ 
largement of this number. 
In Maine, 
where they have had such a law in 
operation and enforced, ii has result­ 
ed in such an increase of the deer 
that no*iV they are said to lx* more 
plenty there than they were 25 years 
ago. 
They were almost annihilated 
when the stat** took hold of the mat­ 
ter in earnest. 
Above all. appoint 
for game wardens only those who are 
in sympathy with tho methods of 
civilization, who have the desire and 
the courage to see that the law’ is 
strictly enforced; who are not afraid 
to go or send their deputies through 
the forest, and find out what is going 
on. 
Make the office lucrative enough 
to fairly reward honest and efficient 
discharge of duty. 
This trifling ex­ 
pense would surely bt* borne cheer­ 
fully by all good citizens rather than 
see good laws dishonored and the 
state disgraced.

death-like pall hangs upon th e city as the 
result of the m ost horrible d isaster in its his­ 
to ry . 
A hundred households are in m ourn­ 
ing as the result of one Of the g reatest ca­ 
lam ities in Pennsylvania. 
A cyclone sw ept 
over the n o rth ern fcection O fthe city th is af­ 
ternoon and laid w aste everything within its 
reach nnd w ith a terrible loss of life. 
The 
lives th a t hfive been sacrificed and the num - 
l>er th a t have been injured cun only be esti­ 
m ated. 
The m o st reliable com p u tatio n is 
th a t not less th a n sixty persons have been 
killed o u trig h t and 100 injured. 
How this 
terrible calam ity occurred is a b o u t as fol­ 
lows: 
It was raining very h ard all m orning. 
T ow ards noon it ceased alm ost entirely and 
by 4 o'clock there was every indication th a t 
there would be entire cessation of the rain 
storm . 
H ub on hour afterw ards b rig h t sun 
m ade every effort to pen etrate the clouds. 
The tin ts of a rainbow were seen in the 
eastern sky. 
I t portended u beautiful sun­ 
set. 
There was a clear sky overhead. 
This 
continued for halt an hour longer. 
Then the 
scene changed w ith a suddenness th a t was 
appalling. 
The fleecy clouds gave way to the 
om inous signs of a com ing storm . 
Dark 
heavy clouds m arshaled them selves to w ard 
the tow n and soon a gloom seemed to huve 
settled over the city. 
There was a stillness 
as of com ing danger. Then the wind whistled, 
roared and to re in m ad confusion. The sto rm 
clouds grew heavier still and louder 
roared 
the wind. 
In 
the 
western 
sky 
the 
storm 
was 
seen 
approaching 
with 
a 
thun d erin g 
noise. 
The 
sw ath it cut was narrow , but its effect was 
terrible. 
Persons residing along the track of 
the sto rm sny th a t they saw the first signs of 
danger in a funnel-shaped m aelstrom which 
seemed to g a th e r up everything within its 
reach and c a st it right und left. O ut in 
the c o u n try houses and barns were unroofed, 
farm outbuildings were overturned, crops 
uprooted and destruction spread in every di­ 
rection. 
T he track of th e d estructive ele­ 
m ent w as n o t m ore th a n tw o hundred feet 
w ide, and it. is la<-ky th a t It only touched the 
suburbs of the city. 
M eanwhile the rain poured down in to r­ 
rents. 
The atm osphere became heavy and 
oppressive, and it was alm o st as d ark as 
night. Directly ou one side the track o fth e 
R ending railro ad was situ ate d th e pain t 
shops o fth e com pany. 
It was a one sto ry 
building a b o u t 6 0 by 150 feet in size. 
Here 
ab o u t th irty men were em ployed in p ain tin g 
passenger cars. 
There were eight o r nine of 
these cars in the building. 
They had been 
built a t the com pany’s shops in this city a t 
a cost of $6,000 ea» h. The building was 
stru ck squarely in the m id d le , and the bricks 
scattered ab o u t as if they were play tilings. The 
cars were turned topsy tu rv y , while the men 
were buried under the debris. 
Hoinc of the 
bricks w erecarried aw ay. T hechum ber of each 
o fth e passenger cars was already filled with 
gas, as they were ready to be taken o u t on 
the road in a few days. 
They exploded one 
after an o th e r with the fearful bang of cannon. 
Bung, bang, bang, they resounded over the 
city, causing the people to run o ut from their 
houses, th inking it was the sound of nn 
earthquake. 
There 
was 
a 
considerable 
q u a n tity of gasoline in the building and this 
added fuel to the flames. 
A sheet of flame 
sh o t upw ard w ith the ro a r of m usketry. 
Som e t wenty of the men had a chance to 
craw l o u t of thu debris, b u t fbnr of their 
com panions were enveloped 
in the flames. 
While th is was all going on the sto rm was 
traveling forw ard 
w ith 
fearful 
rapidity. 
It m ust have traveled a t the ra te o f o ne hun- 
d reJ miles an hour. 
It stru ck som e m ore 
p riv ate houses and unroofed a dozen p riv ate 
residences. The hoge sh eetso ftin w erecurned 
half a square aw ay end deposited in a lot. 
Then the sto rm proceeded in its full fury. 
Directly in its p a th , a t the corner of Tw ehth 
nnd M arion street*, sto o d the R eading silk 
m til, one of the i adust nee of t he city in which t ne 
citizens took the greatest pride. 
Here ab o u t 
175 happy girls were w orking.. The building 
was a huge stru ctu re, 
m ost su b sta n tia lly 
built, four stories in height and hud a hn«*- 
raent l>esides. 
It occupied nn entire block of 
g round. 
The si ze of the building itself was 
nearly 300 feet in length und ab o u t 150 feet 
wide. 
It was surin ouuteii by a m assive tow er, 
fully 100 teet from the ground. 
The funnel- 
shaped sto rm clouds truck t he huildingdir*-* t- 
ly in the center on its b roadest side, which 
faced 
the west. 
It fell to 
piei’es, 
as it 
composed 
of so m any 
building 
block*. 
N early tw o hundred hum an lieings 
s e n t 
down in th e awful wreck. 
H um an tongues 
cun never tell the terrible scenes of th a t hour. 
The walls gave way, the floors fell down, one 
on to p of the other, and carried th eir g re a t 
m ass o f hum an bring* to the bo tto m . 
The 
bricks were piled up in th e g re a te st confusion 
while, nm id the hurricane nnd whistling, rush­ 
ing. ro arin g wind, terrible < nee for succor 
r ere sent up to heaven. 
It was a m om ent 
that, tried m en’s souls, and alm ost sim ul­ 
taneous with the fall of th e budding cam e 
the awful cries for relief. 
Girls with black­ 
ened fa*-*-*, bruised and broken brubs. their 
clothing ta tte re d and to rn , d rag g -d them ­ 
selves from th e ruins 
So p robably 73 to 
lo o escaped, o r were dragged o u t by their 
friends 
The*#, o f course, worked on the 
upper floors, and were throw n near the to p 
of the debris 
At som e place th e bricks 
were piled 
tw enty feet deep, 
and 
under 
neath are lying to -n ig h t hum an bodies by 
the score. 
About 250 girls and young worn 
en 
nre usually em ployed iu the mill, but 
a t 4 o ’clock a b o u t eighty 
were relieved 
from d u ty for the day. 
They returned 
to th eir hom es l*efore the sto rm came, 
'i he 
m ost reliable e stim ate of to-night pla.-e* the 
num ber in the building when it went dow n in 
the neighborhood of 175, 
nnd. ns before 
sta te d , 100 o f there were rescued by friends 
o r dragged th*mrelv**s o u t im m ediately after 
tlie accident. 
The alarm for relief w as im ­ 
m ediately sent ou t. and in u sh o rt tim e th o u ­ 
sands of citizens arrived to b elp o u t the dead 
aud dying. T he aceue was a h arro w in g one 
aud beggars description. 
The work of res* ue will l<e pushed all night, 
but it m ay be far into to m orrow before all 
the bodies are taken o u t. 
The rescuers still 
have th e g re a te s t hop*-* th a t som e of those 
inside are still living, and there is every rea­ 
son for saving them , and the persons - * o be- 
lieve th a t way nre rig h t. 
All 1* chaos and 
confusion aro u n d the tuiil. 
The m anagers 
are m issing, and the correct num ber is mere 
ly gue.-s work. 
It m ay n o t be over forty, 
and then ag ain , a t th is hour, there is a like­ 
lihood th a t it will reach sixty o r eighty. 


THK BTOKM AT PITTSBCBe. 


1’iTTsbURO, P a.. J a n . 9.—A terrible sto rm 
of wind nnd hni!. the worse know n for years, 
swept over the city sh o rtly afte rn o o n to-day, 
currying with it d eath and d estruction. The 
sto n n was form ed w ith a suddenness th a t 
was overw helm ing, and as the wind, accom ­ 
panied by bail nnd to rre n ts of rain, swept 
along the street*, jwHiestriun* were hurled l«e- 
fore it, nnd barely escuj>ed being crushed un­ 
der vehicles passing along th e thoroughfare. 
Suddenly, in the center of t he city, th«-re was 
n terrible crash, am i a few m inutes later the 
centra! fire alarm sounded from the corner of 
D iamond and W ood streets 
H undreds of 
I>eople hurried to the scene, when it was found 
ttia t the cyclone had cau g h t the new building 
on D iam ond street, owned by C. L. M’illcy, 
ami hurled it to lb** e a rth , covering up tw o 
score of hum an bodies. 
W ithin five m inutes after the collapse of 
the building th e streets were filled with an 
excited crow d, 
n o tw ith stan d in g the fact 
th a t the ram and hail was pouring down in a 
perfect deluge. 
W ith th e a rriv a l of th e fire­ 
men the w ork of rescue was begun. 
Ladders 
were run up to the second and th ird stories 
of the M’ehlin building and th e first one taken 
o u t was a young lady em ployed as a ty p e ­ 
w riter, 
who 
fortu n ately 
had 
escaped 
serious injury. Crowds of 
willing 
hands 
eagerly took up the work 
of rescue, and 
every little while fresh localities where men 
had been cau g h t were found. 
At th e tim e of 
th e d isaster a b o u t tw enty-five men were at 
work on the building und none escaped in­ 
jury. The list of dead identified up to 11 
o'clock was as follows: 
Sam uel S tringer, 
aged sixteen years, printer; T hom as Jones, 
bricklayer; 
Charles F riteh , 
aged sixteen 
years; George M ason, carjienter; colored hoy 
nam ed Tergge, bootblack in the b arbershop; 
George K irsche, b arb sr, aged eighteen years. 
The rem ains of one m an have n o t yet lieen 
identified. 
Inspector of Police 
McAleese 
sta te d at a late hour to-night th a t he was of 
the opinion th a t from fifteen 1o tw enty-five 
persons are in the ruius, nnd he would not 
be surprised if the d eath list would l»e in- 
erensed to fifteen o r tw enty. 
F o rty m an­ 
gled and bruised bodies have been ta k e n from 
the ruins.

The rafters 
and tim bers of the flooring projected in all 
directions. 
A* the building was steam -heat­ 
ed. the ruins did n o t tak e fire. 
Otherwis* 
n o t qne of the o th er u n fo rtu n ates could 
possibly have escaped death in the m o st up- 
palliug form. 
T eam s of every description, 
om nibuses, funeral coaches, fire w agons, hos­ 
pital vans and p riv ate vehicles, were pressed 
in to scrvicfi a n d were running rapidly to nnd 
ft-om the scene of the d isaster all n ig h t long, 
bearing bodies ol the w ounded,dying and dead 
to their hom es o r to the different hospitals. 
From the st atem ent of som e ofthose who es­ 
caped from the building it appears to have 
gone dow n in an in sta n t. 
There was a loud 
crash of breaking tim ber, and persons in the 
mill all rushed to w ard tho m ain doors. 
A 
good m any succeeded in g e ttin g ou t, while 
four girls saved them selves by jum ping from 
the second-story windows. T heflrst rum bling 
noise was followed by the falling of the build­ 
ing, the upper stories going first with their 
hum an load. 
H ad it n o t been for the fact 
th a t but few’ of the hands were on th e th ird 
and fourth floors a t the tim e scarcely a life 
would have been saved.

A rep o rter was a t the silk mill 
ruins all n ight and witnessed som e of the 
m o st heart-rending scenes it p robably ever 
befell a hum an being to witness. 
R elatives 
aud friends were running a b o u t in their 
frenzy and grief, seeking for lo st ones, and 
alm o st deranged. 
T his m orning eight m ore 
bodies were taken from the ruins. 
The con­ 
fusion is g re a t and a full list of the dead and 
injured is n o t yet in the hands of an y one. 
E xactly how m any m ore bodies nre in the 
ruins is o m a tte r of conjecture. Eonsidernlde 
m oney h as been con trib u ted for the relief of 
the sufferers 
Benefits are also being a r ­ 
ranged. 
The latest list, of the killed has been 
reduced to fifty, b u t this i* uncertain, a* no 
one know s how m any hum an brings lie bur­ 
ied beneath the m ountain of brick, m o rta r 
and tim ber. 


Terrible Fight With Rst*. 
Owing to the heavy rains a t Ellenvllle, N. 
Y., w ater ra ts have been driven to seek refuge 
in outhouses, b arn s o r wherever they could 
find shelter from the pelting rain and resist­ 
less to rren ts. 
A g re a t regim ent of hungry 
looking rodents th a t m ake their hom es along 
the hanks of the Delaware & H udson caqul 
so u g h t reAige one day recently In nn o u t­ 
house adjoining t he premises o f a m an nam ed 
Himpson, who resides n o rth o f here ou a 
ktioll close by where a landslide occurred 
som etim e ug«t. 
Becoming hungry, the ra ts 
left th e outhouse and boldly invading the 
dwelling, atta ck ed a babe that, was lying 
asleep in the cradle. 
The m other rushed to 
th e infant and tried to drive off the ferocious 
ra ts, when they a t once fiercely attack ed her. 
T he w om an's scream s a ttra c te d the a tte n ­ 
tion of Charles Jones, who h as charge o fth e 
m ail and express coaeh running between 
here and K ingston. 
Seizing hie whip, Jones 
dashed in to th e house, and a horrible sight 
m et his gaze. 
H undreds of hungry ra ts 
with gleam ing eyes were jum ping wildly a t a 
w om an, who held u bleeding infant aloft iu 
one arm , while with the o th er she tried inef- 
feetuully to “ broom ” the sharp-fanged ro ­ 
dents th a t were * lim bing over her g arm ents 
to get a t Vhe child. 
“ It was a blood-curdling 
sig h t,” Jones says, “ and one which ! shall 
never forget. 
1 snapped my whip a t .the ra ts, 
b u tn o tu u til a great dish di hot ashes and 
coals was throw n over them did they pretend 
to beat, a retreat. 
1 m ade good use of uiy 
whip, w atching m eanwhile to see th a t n o th ­ 
ing was in danger of igniting from the coals 
th a t were scattered so lavishly ab o u t. 
One 
gray veteran returned over and over again 
to the charge, hut I finally gave him such a 
cut with my whip th a t he, to o , disappeared 
to return no m ore.” B oth m other and babe 
were severely bitten and scratched. 
The 
w ounds bled profusely, but no seriously re­ 
sults have followed th u s far.

d a u g h te r further stim ulated thefr com m on 
h atre d for the doctor. 
They are Irish-U ath

with their p asto r, 
would n o t en tertain the th o u g h t th a t their 
d au g h ter had taken her own life.

How it Let Itself Loess In Pennsylvania and 
Killed aad Mangled Many People. 


AT REAPING, TA. 


Reaping, Pa, Jan. 9.—This was tbs sad­ 
dest night in the history of Reading. 
A 
death like pall hangs upon the city as the 
result of the most horrible disaster in Its his­ 
tory. A hundred households are in mourn­ 
ing as the result of one of the greatest ca­ 
lamities in Pennsylvania. 
A cyclone swept 
over the northern Section of the city this af­ 
ternoon and laid waste everything within its 
reach and with a terrible loss of life. The 
lives th a t have been sacrificed and the num- 
lier th at have been injured can only he esti­ 
mated. The m ost reliable computation is 
th a t not less than tixty persons have been 
killed outright and IOO injured. How this 
terrible calamity occurred is about as fol­ 
lows: 
It was raining very hard all morning. 
Towards noon it ceased alm ost entirely and 
by 4 o'clock there was every indication th a t 
there would lie entire cessation of the rain 
storm. Hah an hour afterwards bright sun 
made every effort to penetrate the clouds. 
The tints of a rainbow were seen In the 
eastern sky.

Short Notes. 
A late estimate places the average 
yield of wheat per acre in France the 
past year at 14 bushels, against an 
average of 1 f\% bushels for ten years.

seilles, France, to be pressed for oil 
very little of which was sold under 
its proper name, most of it lieingput 
on the market as olive oil. The re­ 
sidual pomace is employed in adul­ 
terating chocolate. 
Indian corn, says Professor Hunt, 
of the Illinois College Farm, is the 
most economical pork-producing ma­ 
terial during the Wiqtor months in 
regions where it'is extensively grow n. 
Undoubtedly, but better

made with at least an admixture of 
other grains. The taste for solid fat 
is passing away. 
Subsoiling should be done in a 
manner so as not to turn under the 
top soil. It is simply to follow the 
plow and loosen the hard pan, in or­ 
der to permit the roots to extend 
lower. Subsoiling should be accom­ 
panied with thorough draining, w hich 
] term its the air to enter, thereby hast­ 
ening chemical action, as well as to 
carry off excessive moisture and in­ 
crease warmth of soil. 
A correspondent of the Country 
Gentlemen says as a weed-killer no 
crop surpasses Hungarian grass or 
rnilet, and that no crop except lu­ 
cerne will surpass it for soiling or hay. 
But it must l>e cut for hay while the 
heads are green, just before the seeds 
forms: a crop of both hay and seed 
cannot be secured from the same 
straw. Grown for one purpose, on 
proper soil in a dry season, Hunga­ 
rian grass is profitable.

Care of Seed Rotators. 
If seed potatoes are in the cellar, or 
where they can be readily seen, it will 
pay to watch them closely to prevent 
sprouting. 
If possible, they should 
be spread thinly, and exposed to 
light and air at a temperature only 
a little above freezing. If put iuto a 
tight barrel the potatoes will almost 
certainly bo loo warm. Empty them 
upon the floor. The more they dry 
out in alight, cool place, the more 
vigorously the eyes w ill push when 
the seed is placed in right condition 
for growing:. 


H ints for the Home. 
Pulverized soapstone is beneficial 
to chafed feet. 
When traveling a good precaution 
is to have your written address about 
you, to serve in ease of accident. 
Those whose dislike to see the 
arms uncovered when evening dress­ 
es are worn, will be glad to know 
that sleeves are again a feature of 
full dress toilet.

Frosted Hits. 
No horseman who regards kind­ 
ness to his charge as a virtue will 
use bare iron bits in cold weather. 
It is very easy to cover them with 
leather, thus preventing ulcerated 
mouths and sore tongues from con­ 
tact with frosted iron. It is always 
a protection to warm the bit before 
putting the iron into the mouth. Jn 
driving during the severest weather 
the iron becomes chilled outside the 
mouth, and sometimes will make 
sole the flesh which it touches where 
the breath does not warm it. 


Lime in Cellars. 


Lime is a good disinfectant. 
It is 
especially valuable to place in cellars 
where vegetables have been stored, es­ 
pecially such as have been put in wet 
or showed signs of decay. The past 
Fall has been so wet that more than 
usual attention must be given to cel­ 
lars to prevent losses. 
By absorbing 
superfluous moisture the lime pre­ 
vents the rising of foul odors that 
dampness with warmth is sure to 
generate. Most vegetables in cellars 
are better if covered with earth and 
the lime sprinkled over the top ofthe 
heap. 


Suffolk Breed of Pi*#. 
Tiie breed had great popularity 
thirty or more years ago. It was es­ 
pecially a favorite in England where 
Prince Albert introduced it, which 
i was a sufficient recommendation to 
! loyal subjects of the queen. The 
breed is to some extent still popular 
I in England, whose climate favors it, 
The Suffolk pig has short, thin hair, 
j as far removed as possible from the 
bristles of the wild type of hog. But 
the pigs scald in our hot Summer 
suns, and freeze unless give especial 
care in Winter. 
Hogs for American 
use must have more hair than the 
Suffolk. 


Pore Bred Cattle. 
There are 50,000,000 cattle of all 
kinds in this country, and but 200,- 
000 of the pure breeds. 
The latter 
have done good service in not im­ 
proving the common stock by the in­ 
fusion of pure blood; but as the 
Weekly Times suggests, it should not 
be thought a waste ot time and la­ 
bor to improve the common stock 
within itself as far as possible, be­ 
cause the better this can l>e made, 
the more valuable it becomes as a 
foundation for improvement by pure 
breeds. It has been clearly demon­ 
strated that the same care which is 
given to valuable pure breeds will 
very greatly improve the quality ol 
the native cattle, both the yield and 
richness of the milk being largely in­ 
creased. 


How Not to Have “ Cholera.** 
In his report on the swine plague, 
Frank S. Billings lays down these 
rules: 
1. Don’t leave a well hog in a 
place where a sick one is or has been 
a moment longer than can be helped. 
2. Don’t fail to examine such sep­ 
arated well hogs twice a day, and to 
remove any that may become ill. 
3. Don't allow the same person to 
take care of the affected and well 
hogs. 
4. 
Don’t allow any intercourse oi 
men, dogs, or hens between the pens 
of cit her lot of hogs. 
5. Don’t put a new* lot of healthy 
hogs in a pen or upon land where 
swine plauge has been for less than 
three years, unless the same has been 
thoroughly cleansed of all refuse, 
plowed or dug up several times, and 
exposed to the air for an entire sum­ 
mer season. 
6. Don’t forget that closed pe ns 
sheds, straw stacks, and accumu­ 
lated litter are more dangerous than 
open country, w hen swine plague has 
prevailed in such places. 
7. Don’t water hogs from running 
st reams. 
8. Dpn't place your hog pens, or 
runs, so that they can drain into 
running streams. 
9. Don't forget that 
ail such 
places should l»e well drained and 
kept os dry as possible. 
10. 
Don’t burv dead hogs when 
you can burn them up. 
11. Don't buy or sell sick hogs. 
12: Don’t visit your neighbor's 
hogs when sick or allow him to visit 
yours if well. 
13. Don't forget that watchful­ 
ness, carefulness, and diligence will 
do more to prevent swine plague 
than all medicines. 
14. Don’t forget that 
without 
these things being adhered to the 
most practical vaccine will 
ever 
prove next to useless. 
15. Don’t forget to keep to these 
rules.

FeedingCo.il to the Fire. 
The throwing of fuel upon the fire 
is generally considered as a means 
of augmenting the amount of heat 
produced, and taken as a whole it 
does have that effect. But for the 
maintenance ofa steady fire and an 
even heat only a small amount ol fu­ 
el should be thrown upon a fire at 
the t ime. The reason for t his is that 
coal is dependent upon two constitu­ 
ents for its heat giving properties. 
One of these, the carbonaceous, re­ 
mains in a solid state, while the oth­ 
er, the bituminous, is volatilized. As 
the latter process must be accom­ 
plished before the first will be ready 
for burning, the first effect of throw­ 
ing fuel upon the fire is that of cool­ 
ing. Not 
only 
must 
the solid 
coal be raised to the furnace tem­ 
perature, 
but 
the volatilization 
must 
l>e 
carried 
on. Here the 
same laws come into play as in the 
evaporation of water. Theevapora- 
tion and volatilization require more 
heat than that accounted for in the 
elevation of temperature, and which 
is therefore rendered latent. Hence 
unless care is taken to burn off the 
gases, as they are given off it would 
lie lietter that they did not exiHt. 
For it will be easily understood that 
If the fire, which is due to the com­ 
bustion of the solid carbons, did not 
have to heat these gasi*s, it would 
give out just the same amount of 
heat that would Ik* available for 
steam making, 
ft is due to this fact 
that coke has !>een accredited, with 
greater heating properties than bit­ 
uminous coal, simply because the 
gases in the coal have been distilled 
and not burned. 
But when the fur­ 
naces are so designed that these gases 
are thoroughly burned, the heating 
properties of the coal w ill be found to 
be greater by just the amount of 
heat given out by the combustion ol 
the gases in excess of what was re­ 
quired to distill them.

It is 
especially valuable to place in cellars 
w here vegeta I lies Ii a ve been s t ored. es­ 
pecially such as have been put in wet 
or showed signs of decay. Tile past 
Fall has liecn so wet th a t more than 
usual attention must Is* given to cel­ 
lars to prevent losses. 
By absorbing 
superfluous moisture the lime pre­ 
vents the rising of foul odors th a t 
dampness with warm th is sure to 
generate. 
Most vegetables in cellars 
are better if <*overed with earth and 
the lime sprinkled over the top of the 
heap. 


Suffolk Brerd of Fie*. 
The breed had great popularity 
thirty or more years ago. 
It was es­ 
pecially a favorite in England where 
Prince Alltort introduced it. which 
was a sufficient recommendation to 
loyal subjects of the queen. The 
bredi is to some extent still popular 
in England, whose climate favors it.

Suffolk. 
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F ar# B red C attle. 
There are 50,000,000 cattle of all 
kinds in this country, anti but 200.- 
000 of the pure breeds. 
The lattei 
have done good service in not im­ 
proving the common stock by the in­ 
fusion of pure blood; but as the 
Weekly Times suggests, it should not 
Is? thought a waste of time and la­ 
bor to improve the common stock 
w ithin itself as far as possible, l»e- 
cause the l>et tor this can lie made, 
the more valuable it becomes as a 
foundation for improvement by pure 
breeds. 
It has lieen clearly demon­ 
strated th at the same care which is 
given to valuable pure breeds will 
very greatly improve the quality of 
the native cattle, both the yield and 
richness of the milk tieing largely in­ 
creased. 
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Po* Nat to Hare “ Cb«l#ra.M 
In his report on the swine plague, i 
Frank S. Billings lays down these 
rules:

2. Don’t fail to examine such sep­ 
arated well hogs twice a flat*, and to 
remove any th a t m ay become ill. 
3. Don't allow the same person to 
re of the affected and well 


Factor* in Cold*. 
In every case there are two factors, 
an irritan t and a susceptibility of 
the system. Among the irritan ts are 
microscopic germs taken in without, 
as in influenza, ami certain poisons 
j which are developed from nutrition 
or imperfect assim ilation within the 
body, and which it is the office of the 
liver to destroy. 
Indeed, the effects 
of t he two causes are essentially the 
same, for the germs act bv generat­ 
ing certain violent poisons, w hich ir­ 
ritate the mucous membrane of the 
nostrils, pharynx, lungs, stomach 
or bowels.—Y outh’s Companion.

maken well. The trouble in many 
cases is th a t there are not enough of 
(he m aterial used, and it simply 
makes the milk taste sickly. Choco­ 
late requires more care in making, 
and is rather more exjiensivethan co­ 
coa.

Chief Caffery awoke 
at about 6 o’clock and on discovering 
that he had beeu roblied, immedi­ 
ately gave the alarm and began search 
for the man, but when he went to 
Scott’s room it was found vacant. 
The police watched all the trains and 
were on the lookout all the next day, 
but no clue to the whereabouts of the 
thief has been discovered.

BOLD BURGLARS 


Visit Three Brainerd Hotels and Se­ 
cure About f IOO in Money and 
Articles of Value. 
On Tuesday night rooms in the 
Commercial, the National and the 
Centra] House were entered by burg­ 
lars and quite considerable booty se­ 
cured. The thief is supposed to be a 
man who came in on a late train 
Tuesday night and registered at the 
Commercial as J. L. Scott, of Helena, 
Mont. He was shown to a room and 
retired for the night. At about two 
o’clock it is supjxised he left his room, 
and going to the room occupied by 
Chief of Police Caffrey, he effected 
an entrance by climbing up to the 
transom, which was partly open, and 
with a stick pushed back the licit that 
secured the door. 
He entered tho 
room so stealthily aa not to awaken 
the officer who was in lied asleep, cmd 
took from the pockets of his clothes 
$46 in money and a gold watch aud a 
revolver. He next tried the room in 
which was Dispatcher Bruce, but he 
did not succeed in getting into this 
room. The next room was occupied 
by a man by the name of Miller, from 
whose clothes he succeeded in ex­ 
tracting $27 in money, after which it 
is supposed he left the Commercial to 
try his luck elsewhere. 
At about four o’clock the bar room 
of the Central House was entered 
and all the money in the drawer taken, 
the umount being some where between 
fifteen and twenty dollars. As there 
was nothing to do at this time, the 
bar tender hat! fallen asleeji, and 
when he awoke he found the drawer 
had Immhi robb**d. As there were three 
or four watches laying close by on a 
shelf, it is sujqiosed that the thief 
was frightened away by footsteps on 
the outside lM4fore ho had time to se­ 
cure them. It is presumed that this 
stealing was done by the same man 
after he left the Commercial. On 
Wednesday 
morning it was also 
found that a room in the National 
hotel had been entered and a suit of 
clotht?s worth $40, owned by a man 
by the name of Redding, had been 
stolen. At what time this stealing 
was done it is not known, but it was 
probably not done by the man Scott 
as he could have taken several good 
suits at the Commercial had he 
chosen to do so. Chief Callery awoke 
at about 6 o’clock and on discovering 
that he had been robbed, immedi- 
ately gave the alarm and began search 
for the man. but when he went to 
Scott’s room it was found vacant 
The police watched all the trains and 
were on the lookout all the next day, 
hut no clue to the whereabouts of the 
thief has lM»eu discovered. .Ashe has 
not left the city on any of the trains 
it is thought probable that he is in 
hiding in the city.
